IV3ARDI-GRAS 



The Senate Committee is now sitting 
up o’ nights with the River and Har- 
bors appropriation bill, which was 
passed unanimously by the House after 
a debate that lasted ten days. It is 
altogether probable that the bill will 
be reported out practically in the same 
condition in which it was received from 
the House. Senator Dick, of Ohio, is 
organizing a combination with a view 
to forcing appropriations for more 
Ohio River locks and dams. He is 
receiving support on the part of Sena- 
tors from Pennsylvania, West Virginia 
and Kentucky, but the indications are 
that the Committee will not make any 
further provision on the theory that 
Chairman Burton’s appropriations were 
intelligently and justly made. The 
greatest good feeling marks the con- 
sideration of the bill in the Senate 
Committee, for the Senators realize 
that the country is aroused to the ne- 
cessity for careful and unbiased dis- 
tribution of government moneys for 
this work. The measure is not now re- 
garded as a “pork” bill, but as one 
that is of vital importance to the com- 
merce of the entire country. It is not 
likely that the bill, as it will come 
from the Senate, will provide an in- 
crease over the amount appropriated 
by the House, thus making the bill 
come closer to meeting the demands 
of the National Rivers and Harbors 
Congress that ?50.000,000 be devoted 
to the work of waterways develop- 
ment.

Prey of the Sparrow Hawk. 

The sparrow hawk almost invariably 
catches a flying bird for its meal, even 
striking down birds as large as the 
wood pigeon, though usually going no 
higher than a blackbird. If it docs not 
exactly swoop like the larger hawks, 
yet it must have conditions of chase of 
Its own choosing. That is why the 
small birds usually mob it with impu- 
nity when they are numerous enough 
to bewilder it. Once, however, I saw 
a sparrow hawk that had been molest- 
ed for some minutes by a perfect cloud 
of green finches dart among them and 
neenre a victim. One day I had one of 
-these birds pointed out as the one 
which a few days earlier had come 
close to the house toward dusk and 
caught a bat on the wing. That, how- 
ever, is a very unusual meal.— London 
News. /

An example of the confusion that 
results from the enactment by States 
of laws that.’conflict with federal. legis- 
lation governing interstate commerce 
is seen this week in a telegram receiv- 
ed by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission from the Great Northern Rail- 
road Company. The railroad company 
complied with the law in regard, but 
now finds that it is being ground be- 
tween the upper millstone of federal 
legislation and the nether millstone of 
State law*. The company’s telegram 
was as follows : 

“Bills now pending in the legisla- 
tures of various States thro’ which the 
Great Northern operates propose to 
establish maximum passenger rates of 
two cents, in which event this company 
will not wish to continue the low rates 
provided in tariffs now on file with the 
Commission.” 

This condition of affairs is a source 
of much uneasiness to the Administra- 
tion. The effects of this clash of laws 
on all forms of business is bound to be 
deleterious. Efforts are being made 
to convince the American people that 
the control of corporations can far 
better be exercised by a comprehensive 
federal law than by individual and ne- 
cessarily conflicting laws by dozens of 
states. The corporation as a business 
institution now does not confine its ac- 
tivities to any one section of the Union, 
but traffic is so intricate and covers 
such a wide territory that divergent 
laws framed to govern it must result 
in checking its flow and in other ways 
retarding the free exchange of com- 
modities.

The Old Calfskin Shoe Lace. 

The modern boot lace is auytbing but 
a luxury. It is nearly always just too 
long or a little too short, and, although 
made flat, it soon becomes curled with 
a little wear. In the old days laces 
were made of calfskin, and nearly ev- 
ery farmer was an expert. He would 
cut a disk of leather three or four 
inches in diameter, stick the point of 
a sharp knife blade in a board, place 
the thumb nail the thickness of a match 
from it and quickly draw the string 
through the opening, the perimeter be- 
ing reduced the thickness of n match 
at every measure of the' circumfer- 
ence. Then the square string was 
rolled between the sole of the shoe 
and the floor till perfectly round, after 
which it was greased with tallow. 
Such a lace would last for months. 
Round laces are now made of fiber, 
but their sbine soon wears off, giving 
them a much worn appearance.
